We certainly had no 
problem coming up with ideas to 
have fun that was not hurtful to 
anyone. Perhaps it was the safety of 
friendship that made everything all 
right during those early days. As 
my mind wanders, I look toward 
the candle and find it brings me 
back to the days when our minds 
were hidden deep within a dark 
cave.

e HIV/AIDS Battlefront 


“AIDS Conference to 
Discuss Rapid Pace of 
Disease in Asia” 
Boston Globe Online 

The Sth International 
Conference on AIDS in Asia 
and the Pacific will begin 
Sunday in Kuala Lumpur, 
focusing on how to control 
the AIDS epidemic in the 
region. While many of the 
world’s HIV-infected 
individuals reside in Africa, 
Asia may be the next area 
with an explosion of AIDS, 
with about 7 million people 
in the Asia-Pacific region 
now living with HIV or 
AIDS. The Joint United 
Nations Program on HIV/ 
AIDS notedthat in Asia, HIV 
is primarily transmitted 
between heterosexuals and 
through injected drugs. The 
conference will also discuss 
ways to overcome cultural 
taboos regarding sex and 
condom use that have 
hampered HIV prevention 
efforts. 


“Fighting Tuberculosis” 
Financial Times 

A collaboration between 
scientists from the United 
States and Russia is working 
to design a new biochip 
technology that will help in 
identifying particular strains 
oftuberculosis (TB), withthe 
hope of improving the 
efficacy of antibiotics. TB 
takes a long time to treat, 
and antibiotic-resistant 
strains have developed as 
some patients discontinue 
their medications before the 
infection is completcly 
eliminated. The biochip isa 
device that can isolate single 
strands of genetic material 
for easy identification. After 
identifying the particular 
strain, doctors can decide on 
which antibiotics would be 
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most efficient in treating the 
infection. 


“Health Department to 
Discuss HIV-Exposure 
Notification” 
Albuquerque Journal Online 
In New Mexico, the state 
Department of Health was 
slated to hold on Wednesday 
a statewide teleconference to 
discuss the protocol for 
notifying people they may 
have been exposed to HIV. 
Carol Horwitz. an HIV/AIDS 
planner with the department 
of health, notes that while the 
state usually informs the 
sexual partners of those who 
test HIV-positive, New 
Mexico does not require 
partner notification for HIV. 
Tim Wolfe. manager of the 
department's HIV prevention 
effort. explained that the 
notification process can 
include drawing blood to see 
whether that individual has 
HIV or referring him or her 
to a testing site, as well as 
counseling about the 
individual's relative risk and 
prevention measures. Wolfe 
added that some people 
become angered because 
health workers cannot reveal 
who named them, noting that 
“there’sa general feeling that 
it can be subject to misuse.” 


“Net Filters Will Block Safe 
Sex Information” 
Australian Associated Press 
In Australia, AIDS 
educators are worried that 
new federal guidelines for the 
Internet could restrict 
information pertaining to safe 
sex and sex education. The 
new laws. which are set to 
take effect next year. restrict 
access to violent or sexually 
explicit material. Victorian 
AIDS Council peer education 
officer Kenton Miller noted 
that the restrictions would 


also limit safe sex and rape 
crisis information and could 
make it difficult for rural 
residents who do not havecasy 
access to other resources to 
obtain such data. 


“Many Physicians Fail to 
Recognize Symptoms in 
HIV-Infected Patients” 
Reuters Health Information 
Services 

French researchers 
performed a cross-sectional 
survey of 290 HIV-infected 
patients to compare reported 
symptoms with the treatments 
prescribed. The study, 
published in the October issue 
of the Journal of Pain and 
Symptom Management, 
determined that physicians 
treating HIV patients need to 
be better at identifying 
patients’ symptoms. Often, 
thedoctors paid attention only 
to measurable physical 
symptoms such as fever or 
weight loss, granting more 
attention when the patient 
became sicker. The scientists 
also noted poor physician 
recognition rates for 
symptoms associated with 
treatment side effects and for 
symptoms of treatable 
conditions, including sleep 
problems and diarrhea. 


“Drug Cuts Amount of 
Hepatitis B Virus in Blood” 
Reuters 

Glaxo Wellcome’s 
lamivudine can lower levels 
of the hepatitis B virus in the 
blood, according to a new 
study sponsored by the drug 
maker. In the study, which 
appears in the current issue of 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine, 52 percent of 
patients given lamivudine 
responded to the drug, versus 
23 percent of the patients 
treated witha placebo. Among 
the 66 patients who were given 


lamivudine, the level of the 
virus was undetectable in 44 
percent, while the virus was 
undetectable in only 16 
percent of the 71 placebo 
recipients. Viral levels 
climbed when the treatment 
was halted. 


“Teen Sex Report Puts 
Spotlight on Georgia Town” 
Washington Times 
Tonight's episode of the 
PBS series “Frontline” will 
focus on a 1996 syphilis 
outbreak in which 17 
Rockdale County, Georgia 
teenagers were infected and 
250 more received medical 
treatment. The documentary, 
which features interviews 
with teenagers who discuss 
their sexual behavior, has 
upset some community 
leaders and parents. Some of 
the teenagers report having 
up to 100 sexual partners or 
participating in group sex 
parties. Local leaders are 
upset about the content, 
especially after the May 
shooting in the county. which 
injured six classmates of T.J 
Solomon, the gunman. 


“Ryan White Foundation Is 
Shutting Down” 
Philadelphia Inquirer 

The Ryan White 
Foundation will close this 
month, the result of 
decreasing donations. Jeanne 
White-Ginder, the founder of 
the organization named for 
her son, who died nearly a 
decade ago after contracting 
HIV through contaminated 
blood-clotting products, said 
she now plans to join AIDS 
Action. There, she will lead 
a new project that aims to 
educate young people about 
HIV and to lobby for more 
federal funding for AIDS 
programs.

While the New 
Democrats are in favour 
of giving same-sex 
couples the right to 
marry, it’s not a hill to 
die on in this case. 


What I find particularly 
offensive in Bill 38, and 
what wereally take issue 
with, is the idea that the 
individual rights of 
minorities can be 
subjected to the whims 
of a bare majority in a 
referendum. There’s a 
reason why the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms 
was implemented in the 
first place — to ensure 
that individual rights of 
people in minority 
groupsare protected and 
guaranteed. 


Referendums are also 
expensive, Based on the 
elections for Alberta’s 
wannabe, wait-in-the- 
wings Senators, it could 
cost around $4 million 
dollars just to run 
referendum. I also 
question how democratic 
a referendum really is. 


Complex __ political 
debates are rarely a 
simple ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ 
proposition and the best 
solutions don’t always lie 
in such a question. And 
especially when 
referenda deal with 
fundamental issues of 
human rights, the 
population can be 
unnecessarily polarized 
and the debate can 
become vitriolic and 
intense. 


Instead of expensive, 


polarizing and divisive 
referenda, consultation 
and consensus building 
can be equally important 
and democratic, not to 
mention cheaper. 

And while we are 
opposing Bill 38 as it 
progresses through the 
Legislature, Pam 
Barrett and myself 
will be pressuring the 
government at every 
turn to do what 
should have been a 
long time ago — take 
serious steps to 

protect make gay and 
lesbian Albertans fully 
equal. 


More 
Govern- 
ment 
Failures

The Klein government 
prides itself on being an 
excellent manager of 
government affairs. It 
frequently applauds 
itself for efficiency and 


rapid debt repayment. 
However, the 
government fails to 
realize that there is 
more to good 
management than the 
financial bottom line. 


Case in point: the 
government’s treatment 
of its public service. As 
any good manager 
knows, the strength ofan 
organizationisits people. 
Any government intent 
on being a good manager 
will treat its teachers, 
nurses and other public 
servants with the respect 
they deserve. So how 
does the Klein 
government treat its most 
valuable asset? On this 
point it fails miserably. 


In 1998/99 the 
government increased 
compensation for its 
deputy ministers (its 
highest-ranking 
department managers) by 
more than 23%. In 
comparison, the Alberta 
Union of Public 
Employees, representing 
over 18,000 public 
servants has been offered 
a 1.0% increase, not even 
enough to cover the cost 
of inflation. The double 
standard is obvious and 
appalling in almost every 
government department. 
For example, the Deputy 
Minister of Education 
received a 27.9% 
increase this year; a raise 
from $124,868 to 


$146,701 while 
teachers received a 
4.21% raise. The 
Deputy Minister of 
Health received a 
21.5% raise, from 
$132,713 to $161,310 
while nurses won a 
3.0% increase. 


No one is saying that 
deputy ministers and 
other managers are not 
a valuable and 
necessary part of 
government - they are; 
however, the frontline 
staff is at least equally 
valuable. It’sthe social 
workers with huge 
caseloads, the nurses 
with unending line-ups 
of people in emergency 
and the teachers in 
hopelessly 
overcrowded 
classroom that have 
held our system 
together. They should 
be recognized and 
compensated 
appropriately. 


It’s time to end the 
double standard of 
inflating deputy 
minister salaries by 
amounts higher than 
what some public 
servants make ina year 
and then offering 
teachers, nurses, and 
others the crumbs left 
on the table.

Youth, Sexuality And 
Abstinence 


Some questions on what 
we are not teaching and 
why? 


By Robert Wm. Smith 
HIV Edmonton 


At a June workshop on 
Empowering Youth to 


Confront HIV AIDS, 
attended by 
representatives of several 
AIDS Service 


Organizations from the 
three Prairie Provinces. a 
great deal of discussion 
took place around 
programming and 
initiatives aimed at and 
coordinated by youth. In 
retrospect. lam conscious 
of the lack of discussion 
around abstinence as an 
alternate HIV prevention 
strategy. In the majority. 
discussion about 
prevention centered on 
sexual — behaviours. 
intravenous drug use. 
body art, and steroid use 
in the youth population. 


In recent weeks. I have 
“been questioning the 
implied meaning of and 
the principles behind 
voluntary abstinence from 
sexual activity. There are 
many levels of sexual 
activity: mutually. couples 
of all sexual orientations 
participate in a variety of 
activities that may or may 
not include insertion. (By 
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insertion | am implying the 
use of a penis in the 
performance of sexual 
intercourse.) Lesbian 
couples provide another 
interesting perspective to 
“going all the way” when 


insertion involves cither 
digital. oral or prosthetic 
Given this list of factors. is 
performing oral sex 
considered abstinence? Is 
anal intercourse between a 


male and female. two 
males? How about mutual 
masturbation? At what 
point does a kiss “go to 
far”? Does abstinence 
make allowances for the 
furtive grope of a breast 


and/or genitals’? 


Even I. when presenting to 
a group, either youth or 
adult, don't give abstinence 
thedeliberationit deserves 


I have always looked at 
abstinence as being a 
propaganda message of the 
fundamentalist and failed 
to see some of the other 
issues that help form the 
principles guiding 
abstinence. Weas Health 
Promoters have to include 
room for actually feeling 
good about one’s self. as 
wellas the variety of issues 
around self esteem, 
acceptance, and 
sociability of youth and 
viewing sexual behaviour 
as a spiritually based 
physical experience. By 
spiritually. I refer to the 
principle that one’s body 
is the home of one’s spirit, 
one’s self. Some view the 
realm of sexual expression 
as the ultimate gift of love 
and abstain from all levels 
of sexual activity. For 
some in the pursuit of a 
more enhanced spiritual 
xual activity is 
sen as a distraction

And this brings me back to 
Calgary. It is important 
that all involved in the 
process of Lmpowering 
Youth to Confront HIV 
AIDS reflect on how we 
reverse the discussion 


and as a means of 
prevention of the spread of 
HIV andother STDs. The 
message should avoid a 
judgmental approach while 
exploring the quality of 
relationships both within 
and outside of the sexual 
experience. 


As stated above, there is a 
consensus thatall initiatives 
aimed at youth should have 
the direct involvement of 
youth at the inception, 
development and 
coordination levels. HIV 
Edmonton is very interested 
in forming a strategy and 
planning committeearound 


programming targeting 
youth in the areas of sexual 
behaviours, intravenous 
drug use, body art, steroid 
use and abstinence. We 
are also keen on having 
that committee composed 
primarily of youth from as 
diverse a population base 
as is realistic. If you or 
anyone you know in the 
youth population is 
interested in participating 
in the exploring of 
programming possibilities 
and the overseeing of 
initiatives designed by that

What is the Ross 
Armstrong 
Memorial Trust 


Fund? 


The fund was 
started on July 1, 
1986 in memory of 
Ross Armstrong, 
the first person in 
Edmonton to 
become a public 
spokesperson on 
HIV / AIDS related 
concerns. 


Ross died in Toronto, on 
Canada Day, 1986 of 
complications due to HIV 
diseases. The fund was 
developed to provide HIV 
positive individuals witha 
gift of money. It was felt 
by Mr. Armstrong that life 
enhancement gifts to 
people living with HIV 
was something of 
importance and the 
committee has always 
tried to reflect his wishes. 


Aworking committee was 
made up of representatives 
ofboth HIV Edmonton and 
Living Positive in the fall 
of 1996 to address the 
issues of too many 
requests, not enough 
money and the difficult 

decisions involved with 
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allocating funds. It was 
acknowledged during 
these meetings that 
dispensing cash alone was 
not adequately dealing 
with the issue ofenhancing 
the quality of life of an 
HIV positive individual 
It was a temporary Band- 
Aid solution at best for the 
fund could never keep up 
with the number of 
requests it was receiving 
and could not consistently 
keep the program going 
as the fund was always 
running out of money. 


In June of 1998, the Ross 
Armstrong Trust Fund 
Committee decided to stop 
accepting request for 
“cash” andmoved towards 
implementing a Health 
Promotion/Life 
Enhancement Program. In 
September of 1999 we 
started distributing 
multivitamins to people 
living with HIV. 
Registration forms for 
these, and any future 
programs, are available at 
the offices of HIV 
Edmonton, Living 
Positive, Feather of Hope, 
clinics such as U of A, 
STD, Kindred House, 


Streetworks, etc. They 
must be completely filled 
out and then submitted to 
either HIV Edmonton or 
Living Positive for 
verification of positive 
status. Multivitamins are 
nowavailable every 2™ and 
4" Tuesday of the month 
between 4-7 p.m. at the 
office of HIV Edmonton. 


This year the fund is also 
sponsoring Christmas 
Hampers for people living 
with HIV and _ their 
partners/families. These 
hampers will include life 
enhancement items such 
as movie passes, gift/food 
certificates, etc. to add 
some cheer to the Holiday 
Season and the New Year. 


People who are 
HIV positive and 
registered with the 
fund are asked to 
write a letter 
requesting a 
hamper before 
NOVEMBER 30, 
1999. 


No requests will be 
considered after this date. 
In this letter, it’s important 
to let the committee know 
the total number within 
your family, including 
children. Please address

@ us turn off! The end of this 
year has been so hyped that it 
mes close to causing nausea. 
However, | am going to venture 
one more time’ into the mine field 
of Y2K! 


Nearly a year ago after much delib- 
eration the City of Edmonton wise- 
y decided that instead of concen- 
trating only on Y2K, it would be 
‘st to focus on preparing citizens 
for any unexpected emergency. 
Many Edmontonians vividly 
remember the tornado that struck 
northeast Edmonton and most of 
us watched eastern Canadian 
cities have to respond to massive 
ce storms. Therefore the City has 
gone about the business of plan- 
ning for any large emergency or 
disaster that might affect residents 
at any time. 


It has been, of course, extremely 
important that the City review all of 
its computer systems to ensure 
they will experience no problems 
when the date clicks to 2000. Such 
work has led to the entire replace- 
ment of the system that activates 
and controls the LRT as it was not 
Y2K compliant and the system 
could not be fixed. Even more 
important is the extensive review 
that has been done on the commu- 
nication and dispatch systems for 
ambulance, fire and police servic- 


es. Obviously these systems are 
key to responding to emergencies 
and must be there for people who 
have a serious medical, police or 
fire emergency. 


Besides the preparedness that is 
being undertaken by the City, it is 
really important that citizens do 
some very simple things to make 
sure that they are ready for any- 
thing that might happen unexpect- 
edly and that people can be as 
self-reliant as possible. The City is 
suggesting that you think moder- 
ately—what would you need to 
manage for up to 3 days on your 
own? Are there medications that 
you need? How about a little 
cash? Tinned food, packaged 
cereals, bottled water and juices 
are easy to have around. (Sorry— 
| know that most of us who are 
sophisticated would prefer pate 
and artichoke hearts!) Because of 
our climate an extra blanket and 
warm gloves and boots could be 
useful and don't forget such things 
as candles, matches and a flash- 
light. If you have a pet, other than 
your partner, make sure you have 
extra pet food. In many circum- 
stances having a battery operated 
radio will be useful to help you 
keep informed. 


It is just common sense to plan 
ahead for unexpected emergen- 
cies. Y2K has give the City a good 
excuse to update and improve its 
emergency plans. Edmonton is 
now in a good place to deal with 
any natural or man-made emer- 
gency like a flood, severe blizzard 
or power blackout. A little plan- 
ning and preparation on every 
Time.10 reader's part will mean 
that you too will be ready for the 
unexpected. 


As New Year's Eve turns into 
2000, | expect to be doing what | 
have done for the last number of 
years. | will be joining many of you 
and thousands of other 
Edmontonians at Churchill Square 
yelling, singing and enjoying the 
fireworks of the First Night 
Festival—and | will not be worried 
because | will be ready if anything 
unexpected happens!

S peaking Of INooxmat

Recently I became part of a 
team of helping professionals 
working at the Edmonton 
Garrison with members of the 
armed forces who are 
struggling with trauma and 
stress. In conversation witha 
military 
chap 
who 
was 
looking 
at oa 
large 
stack of 
photos 
of guns, 
m y 
reaction was “Why would 
anyone want a gun?” He 
looked at me and said “To kill 
with, of course.”. “Do you 
think that that’s a good 
thing?” I asked, Without a 
pause he said “That's what 
the military is for.”. Then I 
asked him about women in 
combat roles and he scoffed. 
commenting on the stupidity 
of the notion that women can 
kill just like a man, 


Now| know lam one of™those 
feminists”, as well as being 
one of “those lesbians”, and I 
knowthat as such, statements 
like that start to make me 
“shirty”, as my father used to 
say. And, of course, the issue 
goes further: how come so 
many women are police 
constables. do as well on 
exams, etc as their male 
counterparts, and yet seldom 
get promoted: or how come so 
many organizations are 
powered by women and run 
by men: how many female 
folks are there on the United 


Way Board, on the Telus 
Board, tbe GLCEE Board, the 
EVM Board. or the ERBA 
board. 


On the other hand, though, 
the therapist part of me looks 
at these questions 
and relates them to 
the larger picture: 
specifically, the 
complex, 
fascinating and 
frustrating faces of 
gender. 


How do we notice 

gendering in our 
lives, our relationships? The 
lesbigay community is often 
perceived as being more as 
more equal in our 
relationships. with the 
differences between male and 
female roles being blurred 
somewhat. But what about 
all the issues surrounding 
“butch” and “femme™? What 
about “tops” and “bottoms”? 
What about the significance 
and hoo-ha around being 
penetrated during anal 
intercourse for men, 
something women take for 
granted during vaginal 
intercourse. birthing, using 
tampons. etc? What about 
tensions over including male 
children in lesbian groups? 
Or excluding lesbians who 
hang out with men as “not 
real lesbians”, while thinking 
that it’s great that gay men 
will socialize with dykes? Or 
what about the look of 
astonishment on a male 
customer's face when he and 
I met on the stairs of Pride 
Video? (I suggested to Dennis 


that he needs to put up a 
“Danger: Women May Be 
Present” sign). If all of that 
isn’t related to the gendering 
of roles in our community 
(which some might say is a 
microcosm of gendering in the 
big wide world in general) . it 
certainly looks like it. 


Sometimes it seems to me that 
although we have worked hard 
to claim our different-ness, to 
be safe inthe worldas lesbigay 
folks, and that as a result we 
seem to think we are therefore 
very different, that difference 
issomething ofa fallacy. Some 


would say, in fact, that gay 
men (for example), are 
extremely similar to their 
straight counterparts in that 
gay men tend towards non- 
monogamy because of 
biology. in exactly the same 
way straight men, who tend to 
hang around while the kids 
are young and then take off to 
scatter some more seed (as it 
were), do, Then there are 
those that would suggest that 
lesbian relationships take the 
female “traits” of care-giving 
and nurturance away from the 
husband/children focus of

nurturance of each other. to 
the detriment of sexual 
activity (hence “lesbian dead 
bed”). And then there's the 
very gendered notion that 
men, all men, are helpless in 
the face of their urge to have 
sex, yet somehow women have 
control. I'm not suggesting 
that any of these is the actual 
case: they are, in fact, huge 
generalizations and there are 
always exceptions and 
variations. But these thoughts 
are also expressions of the 
wondering I’m doing about 
the way in which 
complications arising from 
gender roles and pre- 
dispositions can sometimes 
seem {to transcend sexuali 

. in other words, maybe 
we're all a little more alike 
than we might want to admit. 


Did you know that our notions 
of how males should be and 
how girls should be show 
themselves even before birth? 
Research has indicated that if'a 
parent knows what gender the 
expected child is, comments 
will beclearly shapedto respond 
tothat gender. Ifthechild kicks, 
the comments will be about 
potential football heroes. If it’s 
known that the baby is a girl, 
there will be more baby talk and 
themom’s belly will betouched 
more. Older research tells us 
that if boy and girl babies are 
not gender identified in the 
nursery, staff treat them the 
same, but as soon as the gender 
identifiers are put in place, the 
boys are responded to more 
slowly and less frequently, and 
are generally held less than the 
girls. And let's not even get 
started on pink and blue. It 
would seem that all things 
considered, we are up against 
pretty pervasive and powertul 
gendering traditions, since at 
such early ages our males are 
taught to be — strong, 
unemotional, “not to be sissies, 
not be a girl”, and that being 
toughis part of the male deal . 


or ideal. 
legion

Have you ever wondered why 
men dress in uniform, why a 
large group of men, in their dark 
suits, white shirts, and slash-of- 
colour ties, all seem to be in 
uniform and how many 
women feel it important or 
necessary to dress in feminized 
versions of that same uniform’? 
Or, to look at it another way, 
why is it that some men and 
women like to dress in uniform 
as part of being sexual’? Is it all 
part of how we permit ourselves 
to support and concede our own 
personal strength to power 
imbalances, even violence’? 


More on the connection between 
gender, violence and parenting 
in another column: as many of 
you know, there is now an 
ongoing support group for 
lesbian and gay parents, called 
Yours Mine Ours and Us, and 
since I attend every second 
meeting to provide some 
“structured” input, the gathering 
of useful information regarding 
lesbigay parenting isnow onmy 
ongoing list of “useful things to 
try to notice and remember”. 


But for now, let me leave you 
with this thought; would you 
respond in the same way to this 
column if it had been written by 
aman? Or what ifall the images 
of sexy men in Times .10 were 
changed to pictures of women 
.. and ifall the images of caring 
and nurturing were changed to 
men?

Neurosis 


This column was going to be 
about SEX but circumstances 
changed and though still 
peripherally tiedto everyone's 
favorite topic, it’s going to 
diverge intoadarkerand more 
serious realm. I'm 22 now, 
which means I was born in 
1977. By the time Sex Ed 
started forme in school. AIDS 
was already the big news the 
media, By the time I finished 
junior high. condom use was 
already advocated as the near 
surefire way ofpreventing HIV 
transmission, When I came 
out in 1993, I already knew 
what HIV was and how to 
make sure | never had to deal 
with it, because really, no one 
wants to have to deal with it 
For me and for most people 
around my age, we all missed 
the big fear. back when no one 
understood what was 
happening. and when the 
finally did understand. when 
it was already too late. We 
missed burying friends and 
family. We missed the painful 
good byes that made AIDS so 
real, and so what we are now 
is a generation of people that 
knows about AIDS without 
really having AIDS as a 
Teality. 


While on one hand, that’s a 
positive sign that by the carly 
- mid 90s when we were 
coming out. we were educated 
about HIV/AIDS. On another 
hand though, missing out on 
all the tragic loss means that 
wejust don treally understand 
a) what it was like to be alive 
then and b) what the big deal 
really is. That is, we don't 
understand until something 
happens that brings it close to 
home. 


The reason I am so crazed 
about this right now is that a 
friend of mine recently had a 
close call. He learned that 
someone he’ dhad unprotected 
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sex with a year or so ago is 
positive. and was positive at 
the time. But he had no sense 
of how REAL AIDS was, and 
so he says “well we were both 
drunk and didn’t think about 
using condoms cuz we were 
carried away in the heat of the 
moment. and besides, if he 
knew, he should have 
insisted”. In other words, he 
gave a lot of explanations for 
why he showed up at his house 
at 2:30 in the morning, 
shaking and crying and 
wanting to plunge headfirst 
into a bottle of vodka. This is 
what it took to make it real for 
him. A queasy stomach, 
clammy hands. nightmare 
after nightmare after 
nightmare, and a frustration 
that last call and happy hour 
were so far apart. because 
drinking was the one way to 
find oblivion before the next 
phase of his reality set in: the 
coming-of-age ofany sexually 
active person in the 90s: the 
HIV test. The clinical 
questions about who he'd 
done. and what he’ddone with 
them, and the suggestions that 
he should definitely do things 
differently in the future. And 
then the staring at the ceiling 
tiles as the nurse took his 
blood, and the nausca 
returning like a slap in the 
face as he wondered if there 
was something in that blood 
that would mean life would 
change, no matter how 
advanced the medication, no 
matter how decreased the 
stigma. Life would never be 
the same. If the results were 
negative, then a quick prayer 
of thanks would only precede 
an anti-sex phase that would 
quickly fadeback intothe same 
old routine. though hopefully 
that remembered fear would 
tear the condom out of the 
wrapper the next time the 
moment got too hot. If the 
results were positive. well. 
then there’d be a newfound 


sense of making every 
moment count. because 
cocktails can only get you so 
far and there’s no way he 
wants to be just another 
statistic. 


I'm telling you this, with his 
permission, because it 
completely freaked me out. 
And I want it to freak you out 
too. AIDS hasn‘t gone away. 
Just because you weren't out 
and about in the 80s doesn’t 
meanyou reimmune. Sex still 
comes with no guarantees. I 
know I promised this column 
would be light and fun and 
casy-going. but someneuroses 
just aren't that way. I could've 
written about bitchy drag 
queens or holier-than-thou 
relationship-queens or the 
way shooter sales need to 
occur far more frequently on 
Friday nights. 

But instead I got up on my

soap box and preached you a 
sermon on safer sex. It’s a 
sermon you really can’t hear 
too much, I wish could end 
this on a happy note, but as 
this issue goes to press, my 
friend is still sitting at home, 
biting his nails, waiting.

It has come to the 
attention of the Department 
ofEnvironmental Quality that 
there has been recent 
unauthorized activity on the 
above-referenced parcel of 


property, 
You have been 
certified as the legal 


landowner and/or contractor 
who did the following 
unauthorized — activity: 
Construction and 
maintenance of two wood 
debris dams across the outlet 
stream of Spring Pond. A 
permit must be issued prior to 
the start of this type of activity. 
Areview of the Department's 
files shows that no permits 
have been issued. 

Therefore, the 
Department has determined 
that this activity isin violation 
of Part 301, Inland Lakes and 
Streams, of the Natural 
Resource and Environmental 
Protection Act, Act 451 of the 
Public Acts of 1994. being 
sections 324.30101 to 
324.30113 of the Michigan 
Compiled Laws, annotated. 

The Department has 
been informed that one or both 
of the dams partially failed 
during a recent rain event, 
causing debris and flooding 
sat downstream locations. We 
find that dams of this nature 
are inherently hazardous and 
cannot be permitted. 

The Department 
therefore orders you to cease 
and desist all unauthorized 
activities at this location, and 
torestore the stream toa free- 
flow condition by removing 
all wood and brush forming 
the dams from the stream 
channel. All restoration work 
shall be completed no later 
than January 31. 1998. 

Please notify this office

when the restoration has been 
completed so that our staff 
may schedule a follow-up site 
inspection.

First of 
all, Mr. Ryan De Vries is not 
the legal landowner and/or 
contractor at 2088 Dagget. 
Pierson, Michigan— 1am the 
legal owner and a couple of 
beavers are in the (State 
unauthorized) process of 
constructing and maintaining 
two wood “debris” dams 
across the outlet stream of my 
Spring Pond. While did not 
pay for, authorize, nor 
supervised their dam project, 
I think they would be highly 
offended that you call their 
skillfuluse of natural building 
materials “debris.” I would 
like to challenge your 
department to attempt to 
emulate their dam project any 
time and/or any place you 
choose. I believe I can safely 
state there is no way you could 
ever match their dam skills. 
their dam resourcefulness. 
theirdam ingenuity. their dam 
persistence, their dam 
determination and/or their 
dam work ethic. 

Asto your request. I do 
not think the beaversare aware 
that they first must fill out a 


dam permit prior to the start of 
this type of dam activity. 

My first dam question 
to you is: (1) are you trying to 
discriminate against my 
Spring Pond Beavers or (2) do 
you require all beavers 
throughout this State to 
conform to said dam request? 
If you are not discriminating 
against these particular 
beavers. through the Freedom 
of Information Act I request 
completed copies of all those 
other applicable beaver dam 
permits that have been issued. 
Perhaps we will see if there 
really is a dam violation of 
Part 301, Inland Lakes and 
Streams. of the Natural 
Resource and Environmental 
Protection Act, Act 451 of the 
Public Acts of 1994, being 
sections 324.30101 to 
324.30113 of the Michigan 
Compiled Laws, annotated. 

Ihave several concerns. 
My first concern is — aren't 
the beavers entitled to legal 
representation? The Spring 
Pond Beavers are financially 
destitute and are unable to pay 


through uncertainty to wow possi litties... 


for said representation - so 
the State will have to provide 
them witha dam lawyer. The 
Department's dam concern 
that either one or both of the 
dams failed during a recent 
rain event causing flooding 
is proof that this is a natural 
occurrence. which the 
department is required to 
protect. In other words, we 
should leave the Spring Pond 
Beavers alone rather than 
harassing them and calling 
their dam names. 

Ifyou wantthe stream 
“restored” toadam free-flow 
condition — please contact 
the beavers — but if you are 
going to arrest them (they 
Obviously did not pay any 
attention to your dam letter 
— being unable to read 
English) — be sure they are 
read the Miranda rights first. 
As for me, I am not going to 
cause more flooding or dam 
debris jams by interfering 
with tliese dam builders. If

One country in particular, Thailand, has experienced a rapidly 
escalating and severe HIV epidemic since 1988. Among the 60 
million inhabitants of Thailand, as many as 800,000people are 
currently believed to be living with HIV.

collaboration between the 
Thai Ministry of Public 
Health and CDC). The 
trial is being conducted 
among uninfected IDUs

AIDSVAX 
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VaxGen is currently 
evaluating another version 
of AIDSVAX designed to 
protect against strains 
common in North America 
among 5,000 volunteers in 
multiple sitesthroughout the 
United States. Thai health 
officials played a leading role 
in acknowledging the 
cnitical need fora vaccine 
designed for use in 
Thailand to protect 
against strains of both 
subtypes B and E. Early 
reports from several 
smaller trials of 
AIDSVAX in Thailand 
and the United States, 
involving about 2.000 
persons, have shown the 
vaccine to be safe and 
capable of inducing 
antibodies against these 
strains of HIV. 


U.S. Vaccine 
Research 


Although AIDSVAX is 
the first vaccine to move 
to Phase Ill trials in a

CDC's primary role in the 
Thailand trial is two-fold. 
First, continuing a 
longstanding research 
collaboration, CDC has 
worked closely with the Thai 
government for several years 
to help them prepare to 
implement vaccine studies. 


Since 1995, this collaboration 
has involved a range of 
activities, including 
measuring the level of new 
infections in Thailand, 
identifying a group of 
individuals who are willing 
to participate in a trial and 
can be followed over time to 
evaluate risk behaviors and 
infection, and working with 
the community to build the 
understanding and support 
necessary toimplement the 
trial. Second. CDC has 
worked, and will continue 
to work, with Thai health 
officials and VaxGen to 
ensure that individuals in 
the trial receive appropriate 
risk-reduction counseling 
andare fully educated about 
how the trial works, the 
potential risks and benefits 
of participation, and the 
need for maintaining good 
behavioral risk-reduction 
practices during the trial. 


For example, as the trial 
proceeds, CDC will 
evaluate the impact of the 
trial onbothparticipantand 
community attitudes and 
behaviors. This 
information will be critical 
notonly tothis community, 
but also 
tothe futureevaluationand 
implementation of vaccine 
strategies. CDC is not 
providing direct financial 
support for this trial but will 
provide logistical, laboratory, 
and data analysis support 
throughout the trial. 


CDC hopes that thisand other 
vaccine trials underway will 
identify an HIV vaccine to 
help end this 

epidemic. Until such a 
solutionis available, we must 
continue to reinforce the 
already proven behavioral 
and biomedical methods of

He calls 
this intrapsychic source the 
Boyfriend Within. 
Ultimately, Gooch challenges 
us to stop using sex and love 
as distraction; wholeness 
comes by treating ourselves 
the way we yearn some Mr. 
Right would treat us. 


Finding The Boyfriend Within 
is a good introduction to the 
queer voyage of self-discovery 
and inner lovingkindness. I 
was, however. sometimes 
annoyed by the author's off- 
hand tone: Gooch seems 
almost embarrassed to be 
advocating such a deep 
relationship with the self, 
overcompensating with 
superficial asides and 
repartee. Nonetheless, the 
clarion call—to romance 
ourselves from the inside 
out—is crucial. 


As we develop a relationship 
with this inner boyfriend, we 
sort through the baggage that 
can wreak havoc in our 
interpersonal lives. Realizing 
that no one else but me 
completes myself. I begin to 
approach my dating life more 
holistically. stop expecting 
the men in my life to meet 
needs that can onlybe satisfied 
within. 


So, how do you contact this 


inner lover? Gooch provides a 
series of awareness exercises, 
inventories to help you take 
stock of your own stuff. Then 
he advocates an ongoing 
written Q&A with your 
Boyfriend Within. This may 
sound corny, but I urge you to 
give ita try. (Besides, think of 
the crazy things we do in 
pursuit of outer boyfriends.) 
As you begin to take 
responsibility for what might 
be screwing up or stalling your 
love life, dialogue on paper 
with the inside beau about it. 
Writeyour questions down and 
let him answer. You'll be 
surprised at what spills onto 
the page when you open to his 
voice. (Don't force his 
responses, just let them flow - 
this may involve pausing 
between sides of the 
conversation as you wait to 
“hear’ him.)

Mine 
is turning out to be a sexy, no- 
nonsense dude who calls me 
on my shit, soothes me when 
I'm genuinely distressed and 


nudges my heart open when I 
would just as soon shut down 
and protect myself. He seems 
to be part Gestalt therapist 
and part trickster—a cross 
between Fritz Perls and Peter 
Pan. That's my man, Your 
Inner Boyfriend will be 
idiosyncratically yours. 


We gay men need each 
other—crotically, 
emotionally and spiritually. 
The more we accept and love 
ourselves, the richer our 
commingling. A quote by 
someone named Rannic 
(hanging on the wall at A 
Flash Of Insight on Whyte) 
says it best: The arithmetic of 
love is unique: two halves 
don't make a whole—two 
wholes make a whole.
